A general wreck ensued ano all the cars 
except the sleeper were badly smashed. 
The only deaths reported at lO a. m. are 
those of Hamilton Brocius, the engineer 
of the train, and two passengers. T h e 
fireman was badly scalded and fifteen 
I passengers were seriously injured. The 
telegraph operator jumped from the sig- 
nal towel and his arm was broken, but 
he was not otherwise injured. There is 
much difficulty in learning the names of 
dead and wounded passengers, 


Mr. and Mrs. William Benson, an el- 
derly couple from Winchester, Ind., were 
badly bruised. 


There were three railway mail service 
clerks Messrs. C. H. Hooten, L. C. Mor- 
rell and L H. Brown, in the postal car 
at the time of the accident, and although 
the car was nearly demolished, the men 
escaped with some bad bruises and 
scratches. 
Hooten and Morrel live in 
Baltimore. 


Mrs. Augusta Barnes, a lady on her 
way to her home in Germany, had her 
head badly cut, and was removed to the 
Providence hospital. 


Wm. Back, a German, fifty-four years 
of age, was seriously and perhaps fatally 
injured. He with his wife, was on his 
way from Cincinnati to Germany, and 
was removed to the Providence hospital. 
His wife was uninjured.

The State Auditor Refuses to Recog- 
nize or License the Standard 
Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Fort 
Wayne. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 17. —The state 
auditor continues to contend against the 
official recognition of certain persistent 
assessment 
insurance 
companies of 
northern Indiana. 
One of them is called 
the "Standard Life Association of Fort 
Wayne." Its annaul statement sent so 
the auditor shows the following: Total 
assets, $3,550; liabilities, $1,498; total 
receipts in dues, assessments, etc., $337; 
losses and claims, $19,642. An itemized 
statement shows that on a policy of 
i ¡2,000 was paid $157 upon the death of 
the insured, and on one for $1,000^ was 
paid $50 and this ratio of "scal- 
ing" the face value of a policy is kept 
up throughout. 


Perhaps the best indication of the 
character of the business of t h e com- 
pany is indicated by the ages of the peo- 
ple insured. In all it has 830 outstand- 
ing policies. Of these 340 are on per- 
sons who are 55 years af age; 312 are on 
persons 75 years old, 25 are on persons 
over 80 years old, 26 on persons who 
are 81, 25 on those over 82, 40 on those 
who are 83, and 2G on persons who are 
84 years of age or more. 
The officers of 
the company are: W. P. Miller, presi- 
dent; B. F. Stout, secretary; Jacob 
Hetrich, treasurer. A reporter asked I. 
D. G. Nelson, state house commissioner, 
a life-long resident of Fort Wayne, if he 
knew any of these men, and he said he 
did not.

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Language of the Eyes.

of selfish, and cold-hearted natures. Syes 
which show not only the whole of the iris, 
but also some of the white both above 
and below it, denote a restless, uncer- 
tain nature, incapable of repose or of 
concentrated thought on any subject. 
The eyes of a voluptuary move slowly 
under heavy lids. 
Bound-shaped eyes

Lines running along the eyelids from 
side to side, and passing out upon the 
temples, denote habitual laughter—a 
cheerful temperament, or, at any rate, 
one in which the sense of fun is stronsr.

The procès® having 
been repeated three times, the child 
was taken away to t i e house, and then 
the second child was similarly treated.

continual wars, France speedily recov- 
ered under the First Consul; and what 
she became under the Empire, in point 
of administrative efficiency and liberal 
and judicious use of the powers of gov- 
ernment, that she is to-day. 


In all Napoleon's legislation we find 
the same "wise, enlightened, humane 
spirit—I was about to say modern spirit, 
and the word modern d'fes define what 
I mean with a good degree of exactness. 
I mean that the spirit of the nineteenth 
century—its tolerant, 
hopeful, pro- 
gressive spirit, to Avhich the hatreds 
and bitterness begotten of aristoratic 
and religious prejudice are unknown— 
runs through all the legislative and 
practical work of Napoleon in Europe. 
Such a man, for instance, as our own 
Dr. Franklin, if he had lived in France 
in Napoleon's day, Avould have found 
him a man after his own heart, in some 
respects certainly—a man who, while 
never in^the least sentimental, was al- 
ways willing, eager even, to listen to 
the projects for practical reforms yf 
various kinds with which the doctor's 
ingenious mind was always teeming. 
But it is probably due in great measure 
to this absence of sentiment in Napo- 
leon's comi)Osition, of which we have 
been speaking, that he does not, with 
many people, receive duo credit for his 
laborious performance of public duty.
